Ill THE PRESENT TEXT. 

The present text of SUST^f’s is 

mainly based on a single manuscript. This manuscript once 
belonged to Mlnakavi, the well-known poet-scholar of Charkhari. 
He was the great-grand father of the present writer and so in 
due course it came m his possession. By comparing the writing 
of this MS. with, that of others written by Mana Kavi, it 
appears that this MS. was copied by himself. This fact perhaps 
accounts for the great accuracy and all-round correctness which 
characterise this MS It is written m bold clear Devanagari 
characters upon white country-made paper. In its present state 
it consists of 37 leaves measuring 9" X 4^" in size. Each leaf 
has 10 lines on each side and each line has 30 letters on the 
average. The present MS. breaks oft with — Sf

appears that the last three leaves of this MS. have been lost. 

It was quite disheartening to discover its incompleteness so 
much so that all thought of publishing was put off
